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ABSTRACT : 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To expand the function of a flower stand, by- 
constituting the flower stand, which uses a twisted flat steel to fix 
arms for 

mounting flower pots, so as to make increasable/reducible the number 
of pots 

and freely adjustable the height of the pots . 

SOLUTION: The twisted flat steel 7 formed by twisting a flat steel 
is stood 

in the center of a table 1, and arms for mounting pots 9 respectively 
obtained 

by producing a ring 8 of a round steel, welding another round steel 
to the 

outside of the ring, after that fold-bending its tip so as to be held 
on the 

steel 7 is fixed to the right/left/front side of the steel 7 to form 
the flower 

stand . Then, a tray 10 is placed in the center of the ring 8 to use 
by placing 

a flower pot 11. At the time of inserting the folding and bending 
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part to the 

steel 7, the pot mounting arm 8 becomes a form inserting both sides 
of the 

steel 7 between two round steels and downward force works to the tip 
of the arm 

due to the weight of the ring 8 to be like tempered to avoid slipping 
down . As 

more weight is added at the time of mounting the pot, the arm is 
firmly fixed 
to the steel. 
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
